| MR. REDMOND O'DONOVAN AT KOWOMID 
. EMAN. KALA, MEQV, . : 
Soro colebrities ara seldom at home, Mr, 
O'Donovan is one.of these. A man who 
has beonfiftcon years away. from his native 
land, roaming about ina random fashion 
through some of tho. most romantic parts 
of. the globe, must find it.no~easy matter to 
settle down, Oarried abroad by tho fortunes 
of war or the love of adventure, driven by 
circumstance, from pillar to post, to-day in 
Europe; to-morrow in Asia, ever energetic, 
ever restlesa,and oftentimes reckless, that 
yvowth of modern civilisation ‘the ‘Special 
Correspondent * may now and again find it 
difficult to definitely state which “is: his 
‘home.’ If this be applicablé to many, it is 
specially true of one;and wa must, thora- 
fore, accept the above as,.O'Donovan’s nd- 
droaa, since it was given by himsolf when re- 
contly nominated for foreign membership at 
n London olub,it boing his intention to-re- 
turn tothe “Qacen of the World’ at an 
eatly opportunity, and resume bis relations 
with the Turcomans, among whoin he enjoys 
the rank of Khan or Chief, and is known as 
‘Tis Dacellency the Axsvciuta of Majesty 
and’ Pomp, the Seat of Hope,’ ~ 
-’ When in London be troats the great sity 
very muvb after tho'style of a'Tartar desert, 
pitching: his camp wherever it best pleases 
lim, or suits his purpose for tle moment, 
‘He has a faney fot Bloomsbury as a con. 
venient locality; but ho never remains long 
in one honse., Although peace and comfort 
ate the associations for which be is ever 
vrying‘ out, he is conatantly on the move, 
shifting his quarters aa often aa the moon. 
Ho carrica with him wherever be goes the 
theaphies brought from Merv, ond several 
suits of Eastern apparel, After he has de- 
liverad ‘bis lecture this weok before. the 
Society of Arts, he will set out for Bgypt, 
‘wt the instuace of the daily paper with which 
he has.been for several years connected. Tt 
is’ probable that when his business in the 
luhd of the Pharnohs is concluded he will 
proceed oneo again to bis home among the 
Telckés, or the ‘wild sheop’ of ‘Asia. Having’ 
been’so long out of Sugland, Mr, O'Donovan‘ 
has few friends and acquaintances in 
London; but thoso who aro intimate ‘with 
him and bis ways oxperiones vo difficulty in 
finding him thoroughly ‘at home? In 
society and in. conventional clothes he ap- 
pears ‘nervous, and sometimes positively. 
awkward. "No ‘ona, to-look at him, would 
imagine that he was capable of undertaking 
tho intrepid ride boyond the Caspian whieh 
has -rendered him famous, or of writing 
The Merv Oasis, a work which has been un- 
animously pronounced by.the prees to be 
one ofthe most graphic and originil books 
of travel over penned. The Bdiaburgh Review 
pays this volume and its author high tribute 
when it says, ‘Since Joseph Wolff, of 
“rr eecentria momory, clad in cap aad’ gowo and 
doctor's hood, andarmed with no weapon,
